“Canada’s field crops this year will 
be worth nearly $400,000,000 more 
than in 1924. The actual value of. the 
1924 yields was $919,730,000, while 
j the present year is estimated at $1,- 
‘ a1g, $64,007, “The volume of the 1925 
crop is compiled on the basis of the 
official report of the conditions of 
crops on Augustl. The value is com- 
puted from prices of grains at pre- 
seni prevailing for October delivery, 
and the estimate of the value of the 
other crops is based: on the average | 
price over the last five years. There 
are a few more: than six hundred 
theuand agricultural families in Can- 
ada, which means tht each family 
will have sidded -to the country’s

Unfortunately, too, owing to this lowered | 
morale, a percentage of those who do immigrate do not display the necessary | 
stamina to succeed here and write letters home depictitig conditions here as 
worse than in Britain and stating they wished they had not emigrated. | 

And all the while Canada needs population and, in the desire of our peo-| 
ple that it shall be, as fat as possible, British-born, is imposing severe re- 
sirictions on the entry of people from other lands, while waiting and hoping 
jor the Bri.ish people who will not venture, but prefer to idle at home and 
live on doles which sooner or later must end or bankrupt the country.

Good Place To Farm 


Net Debt of Canada Dropped Eleven 
Millions Within Past Year 

Within the past twelve montha, ac- 
cording to the monthly statement of 
the finance department, the total net 
debt of tho Dominion has dropped 
eleven million dollars. On June 80, 
the net debt stood at $2,378,000,000. 
On June 30 a year ago, the net debt 
was $2,389,000'000, During the 
month of June last year there was 
an increase In net debt of $4,648,729. 
During June this year there was a de- 
crease In net debt of $175,000. 

Current revenue for the first three 
months of the present financial year, 
shows an increase of three millions 
over the first quarter of. last year; 
current expenditure, a decrease of 
two millions, although this is chiefly 
fn pensions. Customs revenue had 
quite a recovery during June, if com- 
pared with June last year, Last 
month customs. revenue was $10,700,- 
000, against $8,800,000 in June, ‘1924, 
an increase of almost two million dol- 
lars. . Por the three months ended 
June 30, 1925, customs revenue was 
$31,100,000; for the corresponding 
three months of 1924, $29,000,000. 

The increase of customs revenue 
during June ts practically equivalent 
to the improvement during the whole 
quarter. 


Men With Experience

The United States depart- 
ment of agriculture has officially plac- 
ef on record the fact that the cost ot 
raising and marketing wheat In Can- 
ada is forty-two cents a bushel less 
than in the United States. This is 
due to cheaper land, higher ylelda, sy- 
perlor quality, and lower freight rates.” 
And. ae yet only one-fifth of the land 
in Canada sultable for farming has 
been brougat under cultivation. 

The opportunities in this country 
for incoming farmers with capital 
and experience are very great. We 
do not expect of course, that farmers 
who are comfortably situated in the 
neighboring states to the south will, 
in any great numbers, come to. Can- 
ada. But their sons and daughters 
are growing up, and in time may have 
to choose between moving to a coun-| 
try where land is available, or leaving | 
the farm altogether.

Much is heard of Ganada’s natura! 
resources—-her minerals, waterpower, 
forests, fisheries and lands, and ws 
have learned to value them highly, 
says the natural resources Intelligence 
service of the department of the in- 
terfor. ‘Thoy mean everything to this 
young country. . 

Very few, however, appreciate the 
difficulties, the hardships, and, many 
times, the privations under which the 
pioneers in discovertes, labor tn mak- 
inig known our wealth tn natural re: 
sources. 

The interior department has just 
sent an expedition to the northern 1e- 
lands of the Arctic. The Vesvel car- 
ries a number of scientists, who will 
report on the resdurces of that.coun- 
try. Another party is being sent 
along the northern lMmits of the main- 
land, from the Mackenzie to Fudson 
Bay, exploring the territory wherein 
it fe already generally known vala- 
able.resourses in minerals exist. These 
men will spend the winter in the north. 

Even in more southerly iIntitudes 
Canada has areas in which the work 
is not easy. In the mountains of 
British Columbia geologists are mak- 
ing surveys that may meaen untold 
miilions in mineral wealth to Canada, 
but they are doing so sometimes at 


great risk and often under difficult con- ~

A famous bacteriologist has declar- 
ed after careful investigation that 
metal coinage is much more sanitary 
than paper currency. On a note that 
had been in circulation for some time, 
and was subjected to frequent hand- 
ling, as matiy as 143,000 bacteria were 
discovered.
